Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

The prior art of record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitations of "wherein the event corresponding to the change is obtained from the event 
buffer and added to the log file, and wherein when the event monitor receives the event 
corresponding to the change from the log file, the event monitor compares the event 
corresponding to the change to a list of events relevant to the web page currently 
displayed in the web browser and refreshes the web page when the event 
corresponding to the change is found on the list of events." as stated in claims 1 , and 
18, and similarly stated in claim 45. These limitations, in conjunction with other 
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limitations in the independent claims, are not specifically disclosed or remotely 
suggested in the prior art of record. A review of claims 1 , 3-5, 18-20, 23-26, 45, 49, 50, 
and 61-66 indicated claims 1, 3-5, 18-20, 23-26, 45, 49, 50, and 61-66 are allowable 
over the prior art of record.
